moon, as well as all the other stars. 
The star continued 
its course with immense rapidity, like a streak of light­ 
ning, until it terminated near the horizon, by actually 
bursting into a grand blaze of light, and suddenly disap­ 
peared. 
Its apparent size when it burst seemed nearly 
us large as a hogshead. 
It is impossible for my poor 
pen to give any thing like an adequate description of 
this before unheard ot wonder. 
Suffice it to say that 
it was a most sublime spectacle, and, so far as the 
astronomic.^ knowledge o f all on board of the ship was 
concerned, not to be accounted for. 
The best part of 
the exhibition took place about two o’clock in the night, 
after we had retired; two or three o f the passengers 
were on deck, and relate that an innumerable multitude 
of stars were shooting backwards and forwards in the 
space of about two miles, forming a most singular und 
splendid sight.”
